It  was 
moved,  seconded  and  unanimously  voted  that  since  the  re- 
port, showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  1961, 
was  in  print  and  copies  distributed  to  the  members,  the 
report  be  accepted  as  printed  and  be  made  a part  of  the 
annual  records.

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association  as  of  December  31,  1961,  and  the  related  statements 
of  income  and  expense  and  of  funds  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our  examina- 
tion was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards, 
and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circum- 
stances. We  did  not  verify  the  restrictions  and  purposes  of  funds  received 
prior  to  January  1,  1961,  which  we  accepted  as  stated  in  the  reports  of 
the  predecessor  certified  public  accountant. 

We  submit  the  following  report,  including  the  financial  exhibits  and 
schedules  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents. 

GENERAL  FUND: 

Cash: 

Cash  of  the  General  Fund  was  made  up  as  follows  at  December  31,

We  received  direct  confirmation  of  all  bank  balances,  commercial 
and  sawngs,  and  reconciled  balances  reported  with  the  amounts  shown 
by  the  books  at  December  31,  1961.  We  traced  all  recorded  receipts 
received  during  the  year  to  a bank  of  deposit,  and  reconciled  all  cash 
disbursements  in  total  with  charges  by  the  banks.  We  vouched  checks 
and  other  evidences  of  withdraw'als  to  the  book  records.

Investments: 

The  securities  of  the  General  Fund  were  held  by  the  New  England 
Merchants  National  Bank,  custodian,  from  whom  a certified  list  was 
received  which  was  in  agreement  with  the  Association’s  records.  Securi- 
ties owned  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  Schedule  A-1 . Total  investments  are 
summarized  and  compared  with  investments  at  the  first  of  the  year.

Sales  of  securities  during  the  year  are  set  forth  in  Schedule  A-2. 
The  sale  of  900  shares  General  Telephone  & Electronics  Corp.  was  made 
in  the  latter  part  of  December,  for  $25,751.38.  The  proceeds  of  this  sale 
had  not  been  reinvested  at  December  31,  1961,  and  were  still  held  by  the 
bank  at  that  date.  We  have  shown  this  amount  as  a separate  item  in 
Exhibit  A,  and  we  obtained  direct  confirmation  from  the  bank. 

We  verified  income  from  securities  by  checking  to  data  in  financial 
publications.  All  dividend  income  declared  and  payable  for  the  year  had 
been  received.  Income  from  investments,  shown  in  detail  in  Schedule  A-1, 
represented  a yield  of  4.45%  on  book  value. 

We  secured  independent  confirmation  of  the  savings  bank,  special 
account  balances,  and  also  confirmed  the  balance  of  the  mortgage  note 
with  the  Engineers  Club. 

Fund: 

A summary  of  the  changes  in  the  General  Fund  for  the  year  is  showm 
in  Exhibit  A.  The  increase  of  $24,207.73  in  the  fund  was  the  result  of 
a net  gain  of  $21,677.14  on  the  disposal  of  investments,  as  showm  in 
Schedule  A-2,  and  the  excess  of  income  over  expense,  amounting  to 
$2,530.59,  as  showm  in  Exhibit  B. 

Details  of  income  and  expense  for  the  year  are  showm  in  Exhibit  B 
in  comparison  with  the  prior  year.  We  vouched  disbursements  and 
checked  all  cancelled  checks  to  the  cash  disbursements  book.  We  also 
examined  receipts  of  the  recipients  of  benefits  disbursed  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Relief. 
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SHATTUCK  FUND: 

Investments: 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed 
directly  to  us  that  they  hold  716.569  shares  of  Massachusetts  Life  Fund 
for  this  fund  under  trust  No.  568  as  of  December  31,  1961.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  shares  held  represents  a reinvestment  of  th£  capital 
gain  dividends  paid  in  December,  1961,  amounting  to  S288.89,  invested 
at  $24.14  per  share  for  11.967  shares.  The  Massachusetts  Life  Fund  has 
been  paying  capital  gain  dhddends  for  many  years,  which  have  been 
reinvested  without  increasing  the  book  value  by  these  capital  gain  divi- 
dends, as  would  be  the  more  usual  accounting  treatment  of  such  dividends. 
In  order  to  be  consistent  with  the  treatment  in  prior  years  we  did  not 
increase  the  book  value  by  the  1961  capital  gain  dividends  reinvested. 

The  investments  and  income  thereon  are  shown  in  Schedule  A-3. 

CHARITY  FUND: 

Cash  at  December  31,  1961,  $5,648.43,  represented  balances  of 
$8,103.43  held  by  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  & Trust  Company,  less 
$2,455.00  due  to  the  General  Fund. 

Securities  held  in  the  Charity  Fund,  including  the  Charles  R.  McLean 
Fund,  are  held  by  Boston  Safe  Deposit  & Trust  Company,  custodian 
and  collection  agent,  from  whom  we  obtained  a certified  list  as  of  De- 
cember 31,  1961.  They  also  certified  the  deposits  in  savings  banks  and 
the  cash  balances  as  of  that  date. 

We  checked  all  changes  in  securities  shown  on  the  custodian’s  periodic 
reports  for  the  year  and  verified  all  income  shown  on  these  reports  to 
data  in  financial  publications.  The  investments  and  income  thereon  are 
shown  in  Schedule  A-4. 

We  submit  in  Exhibit  C a comparative  balance  sheet  of  the  Charity 
Fund  at  December  31,  1961  and  1960.  We  also  show  in  Exhibit  D for 
the  years  1961  and  1960  a comparative  statement  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  funds  unrestricted  as  to  income. 

Schedule  A-6  shows  a recapitulation  of  the  principal  and  income  of 
the  Charles  R.  McLean  Fund  from  its  inception  to  December  31,  1961. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS: 

We  examined  minutes  of  meetings  held  during  the  year  for  all  votes 
of  a financial  nature.

The  Board  recommended  to  the  Association  that  a gift  of  four  thou- 
sand dohars  be  made  to  the  Boston  Architectural  Center  for  lectures, 
books  and  equipment. 

The  Board  recommended  to  the  Association  a change  in  Article  2, 
Section  1,  and  Article  3,  Section  1 of  the  By-Laws  in  order  to  expand  the 
area  of  available  membership. 

Members  of  the  Board  attended  the  ceremonies  in  connection  with 
the  unveihng  of  a plaque  in  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association  Room  at  the  headquarters  of  Junior  Achievement  of  Eastern 
Massachusetts. 

Members  of  the  Board  visited  Franklin  Technical  School  to  observe  a 
demonstration  of  the  equipment  purchased  by  the  Association  for  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  Mechanical  Laboratory. 
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The  Board  authorized  the  printing  of  copies  of  a brochure  intended 
to  encourage  applications  for  membership. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Committee  that  the  Associa- 
tion give  a sum  of  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Franklin 
Technical  School;  four  thousand  dollars  to  the  Museum  of  Science;  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  to  Junior  Achievement  of  Eastern  Massachusetts  was 
approved  by  the  Board  to  be  presented  to  the  Association. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Dunham,  Director  of  Franklin 
Technical  School,  addressed  the  Association  at  the  October  meeting. 

The  Board  appreciates  the  advice  and  cooperation  which  has  been 
tendered  by  members  and  committees.

5.  To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
as  read  by  Stewart  P.  Lynch: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE 

The  Committee  held  ten  regular  meetings  with  an  average  attendance 
of  eighty-six  per  cent. 

The  Committee  had  four  meetings  with  the  Trust  Officers  of  the  New 
England  Merchants  National  Bank  who  continued  in  an  advisory  capacity 
regarding  the  investments  in  the  General  Fund. 

Changes  in  the  General  Funds  for  the  year  resulted  in  a gain  of 
$21,677.14. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  purchase  of  a new  adding  machine.

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association 

Three  years  ago  when  I was  elected  President  of  this  Association, 
I was  concerned  as  to  what  our  future  activities  could  be.  The  Mechanic’s 
Building  had  been  sold  and  we  were  occupying  ofhce  space  in  the  Hotel 
Lenox;  but  we  had  not  deteimined  how  we  should  promote  the  intent  of 
the  Organization’s  founders  and  the  requirements  of  our  By-Laws  and 
Charter  as  a charitable  organization. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Planning  and  Actmties  Committee,  we 
established  a program  whereby  we  are  donating  to  four  educational  in- 
stitutions for  definite  projects  within  the  scope  of  our  By-Laws. 

On  May  1,  1960,  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Stewart  P.  Lynch,  President 
of  the  Engineers  Club,  we  moved  our  offices  to  the  club’s  building  at 
96  Beacon  Street.  There  the  various  committees,  and  members,  have  had 
the  club’s  facilities  for  dinners  at  their  meetings,  all  of  which  have  been 
well  attended  with  increased  interest  by  the  members. 

Two  Ladies’  Nights  have  been  held  at  the  Museum  of  Science  and  the 
Triennial  Banquet  was  at  the  Sheraton  Plaza  Hotel.  An  innovation  was 
made  at  that  time  in  the  type  of  the  President’s  portrait. 

The  historical  record  has  been  brought  up  to  1960,  the  By-Laws  have 
been  revised  and  printed,  new  revised  application  forms  have  been  printed. 
A pamphlet  w‘as  printed  gi'V’ing  an  outline  of  the  Association’s  background 
and  current  activities. 

A memento  of  service  on  the  Board  of  Government  has  been  pre- 
sented, in  the  past  three  years,  to  the  members  retuing  from  the  Board. 

Custodian  accounts  were  established  with  banks  to  advise  us  on  our 
investments.  The  Internal  Revenue  Bureau  has  investigated  the  Associa- 
tion and  approved  our  activities  as  a charitable  organization. 

Through  loss  by  death,  our  membership  decreased  to  157  in  Decem- 
ber, 1960.  The  members’  average  age  as  of  October,  1959,  was  65  years 
and  2 months.  Last  year  for  the  first  time  a membership  committee  was 
appointed,  and  under  the  efficient  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Wilham  Noel, 
we  have  had,  for  the  first  time  in  the  memory  of  the  present  membership, 
an  increase  in  the  past  year  of  twenty-one  new  members  in  the  Association. 

The  printed  year  book  vdll  contain  details  of  our  membership  and 
accounts.  We  have  purchased  office  equipment  and  have  possessions 
owned  by  the  Association,  either  on  loan  or  in  storage.  The  book  value 
of  our  securities  on  Januarj^  1,  1959,  was  $1,296,388.23.  The  book  value 
of  our  securities  on  Januaiy  1,  1962,  was  $1,377,468.00.  The  present 
market  value  of  our  securities  is  substantially  more  than  the  above 
figure,  approximately  $167,222.00. 
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In  the  three-year  period  we  have  donated  a total  of  $39,500  and  the 
Rehef  Committee  has  expended  for  rehef  $23,906.14,  a total  for  charitable 
purposes  of  $63,406.14. 

I thank  all  the  members  of  the  Association  and  most  sincerely  appre- 
ciate the  friendly  spirit  and  wonderful  cooperation  that  I have  received 
from  them,  especially  from  Mr.  Laing,  Miss  Horn,  the  Finance  Committee, 
the  Board  of  Government,  the  Membership  Committee,  the  Planning 
Committee,  and  all  who  have  so  cheerfully  served  on  the  other  various 
committees. 

To  the  in-coming  President,  Mr.  James  Vaughan,  and  all  of  the 
incoming  officers,  I express  a sincere  good  wish,  for  a happy  and  successful 
future  for  them  and  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association.

A RESOLUTION  ON  CLARENCE  JAMES  MCKENZIE 

Mr.  Clarence  James  McKenzie,  who  joined  this  Association 
March  11,  1914,  at  the  age  of  38  years,  passed  away  at  the  age 
of  84  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  February  9,  1961,  after  a long 
illness. 

He  was  born  in  North  Andover,  Massachusetts,  August  23, 
1876,  the  son  of  William  Alexander  and  Delina  (Simpson) 
McKenzie.  He  married  Alma  McClench  w’ho  survived  him  but 
passed  away  shortly  after  his  death. 

He  received  his  education  in  the  Boston  schools  and  was 
graduated  from  Boston  Latin  School.  He  was  a steel  engraver  by 
trade  and  was  active  in  the  greeting  card  business  as  the  owner  of 
McKenzie  Engraving  Company  of  Boston,  from  which  he  retired 
in  1943  after  43  years  of  a successful  business  career. 

Mr.  McKenzie  served  this  Association  well  and  faithfully. 
He  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Government  in  1921,  1922, 
1923, 1930  and  1931.  He  served  on  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Association  in  1931  and  1932,  and  on  the  Building  Committee 
in  1932.  He  served  as  Vice  President  1932,  1933,  and  1934,  and 
as  President  in  1935,  1936,  and  1937.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  the  oldest  living  Past  President  of  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Mechanic  Association. 

Among  his  fraternal  organizations  he  held  membership  in 
the  Massachusetts  Lodge,  A.F.&A.M.,  St.  Paul’s  Royal  Arch 
Chapter;  Boston  Council,  Royal  and  Select  Masters  and  Boston 
Commandery  No.  2,  Knights  Templar,  all  of  Boston.  He  was 
Illustrious  Potentate  of  Aleppo  Temple,  A.A.O.N.M.S.,  for  the 
year  1935  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  the  oldest  living  Past 
Potentate.  He  was  a member  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  the 
Valley  of  Boston;  Boston  Court  No.  103,  Royal  Order  of  Jesters, 
and  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Rosicruciana.  He  was  also  Past 
Grand  of  Siloam  Lodge,  I.O.O.F.,  and  a member  of  Winthrop 
Lodge  of  Elks.

He  was  the  Senior  Past  Commander  of  the  Ancient  and 
Honorable  Artillery  Company  of  Massachusetts  and  a Past 
President  of  the  National  Association  of  Steel  and  Copper 
Engravers. 

Mr.  McKenzie  was  a man  of  sound  judgment  and  keen  per- 
ception in  his  business,  fraternal  and  community  life.  His  in- 
fluence and  decisions  in  matters  of  great  importance  to  this  Asso- 
ciation have  left  a lasting  impression.  He  was  a man  of  great 
courage  and  expressed  himself  openly,  vigorously  and  fearlessly 
on  the  questions  of  the  day. 

There  are  few  men  who  have  given  as  unselfishly  from  a busy 
life  to  devote  so  much  to  the  service  and  friendly  counsel  of  others. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  in  the  death  of 
Past  President  Clarence  James  McKenzie,  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Mechanic  Association  has  lost  a valuable  member  and 
a trustworthy  friend,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  memorial  resolu- 
tion be  entered  on  the  records  of  this  Association  and  a copy  sent 
to  his  survivors  with  the  profound  and  sincere  sympathy  of  the 
Association.

Graduated  from  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  in  1920,  he  had  wide  experiences  in  his  field  from  that  of 
teaching  to  associations  with  government,  railroads  and  industrial 
organizations. 

Mr.  Duffill  joined  this  Association  in  1948.  Among  the  many  other 
organizations  of  which  he  was  a member  were  the  Massachusetts  and 
National  Societies  of  Professional  Engineers,  the  International  Road 
Federation  and  many  fraternal  organizations.  As  a Commander  in  the 
Coast  Guard  during  World  War  II,  he  was  in  charge  of  Port  Security  for 
the  City  of  Boston.
